ll Duce Says 
Last Battle to 
Bring Victory 


LONDON, Feb. 1.—(CP)—Pre- 
mier Mussolini told an audience 
of Fascist military today that 
victory in this war would«go to 
the side which “is able to hold 
out a quarter hour longer than 
the enemy” and that “it is the 
last battle that brings victory.” 
Mussolini spoke “somewhere in 

central Italy” in observance of the 
20ih anniversary of the Fascist 
militia, according to a broadcast 
by the Rome radio recorded by the 
Associated Press 

Reterring to the Joss of Libya, 
Mussolini said it had taken Italy's 
chief enemy (Britain) 32 months to 
register its first success and de- 
clared that Italy will return to 
North Africa. 

“We shall return there where our 
deau await us and where we have 
left indestructible marks of our 
powerful civilization,” he asserted. 


SACRED RIGHT 


“As inflexible as the law of grav- 
ity is the political law of the grav- 
itation of peoples and the 50,000,000 
Italians have gravitated and will 
gravitate toward Africa . that is 
our sacred right.”

Of U.S. Defence Projects 
In Canada Is Worked Out 


OTTAWA, Feb. 1,—(CP) 


post-war liquidation of United States-constructed defence 
projects in Canada is provided in an exchange of notes be- 
tween the governments of the two countries, tabled in the 
House of Commons today by Prime Minister Mackenzie King. 


The formula is: 

1—All immovable assets of the 
United States are to be released 
within one year after the end 
of the war to the crown, in the 
right of the Dominion or the 
province in which they are situ- 
ated. 

2All movable assets must be re- 
moved from Canada within one 
year or offered for sale to the 
crown in the right of the Dominion 
or a province, at a price to be fix

| Germans have brought new mon 
ster tanks called “Tigers” to 
Tunisia. 

The tank is a veritable land 
battleship. It is believed to.weigh 
62 tons and to have seven-inch 
armor fore and aft on the turret 
with extra inch-thick slabs ot 
steel at vital spots. Side armor 
is said to be five inches thick and 
the tank mounts one 88-millimetre 
gun and smaller weapons. 

So far the Tigers have not been 
seen in action here.
